Motorists Endanger 
Bald Eagle Home 


By Jon Thompson 


A pair of bald eagles nesting 
along U.S. 27 have become another 
northern Michigan tourist attrac- 
tion — much to the concern of the 
Department of Natural Resources 
and the state police. 

Motorists seeing the eagles in 
their nest in the meridian of U.S. 27 
west of Higgins Lake are abruptly 
hitting their brakes or stopping 
alongside of the highway. 

. “It’s just like the old bear jams 
at Yellowstone Park,”’ said Sylvia 
Taylor, DNR wildlife chief at the 
Mio district office. ‘“‘One person 
spots the eagles and stops and 
pretty soon there’s a whole line of 
cars stopped.” 

Not only are the motorists 
creating traffic probiems_ that 
could lead to a serious accident, 
they’re also bothering the eagles. 

“The car traffic doesn’t seem to 
bother them but people getting out 
of their cars do,”’ said Taylor. 

The state highway department 
put out no-stopping signs and the 
state police have been ticketing 
motorists who stop to try to protect 
the motorists and the eagles. Stop- 
ping along U.S. 27 is illegal, unless 


it is an emergency, and could result 
in a $25 fine. 

Ray Perez, DNR wildlife biolo- 
gist from the Grayling office, said 
there are two eaglets, possibly 
three, in the nest. He urged area 
residents and tourists not to bother 
the eagles. There are only about 100 
nesting pairs of the endangered 
species in Michigan. 

After this year’s young are 


~ grown, the DNR will try to decide 


what to do with the nest along the 
high way. It’s dangerous to the 
young learning to fly and the 
curious on-lookers could bother the 
adults enough to abandon the nest 
and any young eagles. There’s also 
the problem with public safety 
along the highway. 

The birds have not only caught 
the attention of passing motorists, 
but also television stations, radio 
stations, and newspapers. One tele- 
vision newscast, much to the 
chagrin of the DNR, pinpointed the 
nest’s location to its thousands of 
viewers. One newspaper photo- 
graph showed the nest and had in 
full view the highway sign declar- 
ing no stopping.

LIBERTY IN AMERICA 


‘‘We hold these truths to be - 


self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable 
Rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty and the pursuit 
of Happiness,’’ One unalien- 
able right of Liberty is 
religious freedom. Some 
secular historians would 
trace our concept of separa- 
tion of church and state in 
America back to the famous 
17th century onglish 
philosopher John Locke. 
When John Locke, the author 
of “Civil Government’’, was 
being put forward by Lord 
Chancellor King as the 
author of religious liberty, 
Locke would now allow this, 
declaring in his “Essay of 
Toleration,’”’ “The Baptists 
were the first and only pro- 
pounders of absolute liberty - 
just and true liberty, equal 
and impartial liberty.” 
Stoughton’s 
clesiastical History of 
England,” JI, page 232, 
states, “The Baptists were 
foremost in the advocacy of 
religious freedom, and per- 
haps to one of them, Leonard 
Busher, citizen of London, 
belongs the honour of pre- 
senting, in this country, the 
first distinct and broad plea 
for liberty of conscience.” 
Busher wrote the first book 
in England advocating liber- 
ty of conscience which great- 
ly influenced John Locke.

Gen-Tel ‘Subscriber Line” 
Charge Starts in June 


Many telephone customers 
nationwide start paying a $1 
per month “‘subscriber line 
charge’’ on June 1 as part of 
a ruling by the Federal 
Communications Commis- 
sion (FCC), according to 
H.M. Preston, state vice 
president-general manager 
for General Telephone of 
Michigan. 

The subscriber _line 
charge, sometimes called an 
access charge, applies to 
each residentia] and single- 
line business customer. It 
has been ordered by the FCC 
to help cover the cost of link- 
ing local customers to 
switching center equipment. 
The FCC instituted similar 
charges on multiline busi- 
ness customers in May 1984. 

“Traditionally, customers 
paid only part of the cost of 
local service through basic 
monthly telephone rates,” 
Preston said. ‘“‘The rest has 
been subsidized by. cus- 
tomers making long distance 
calls,” 

In effect, customers have 
been charged more than 
necessary for long distance 
calls, with the excess used to 
help hold down the cost of 
providing local service, he 
said.

THE POLICIES of the United States 
toward Central America have roused as 
much public discussion and editorial com- 
ment around the country as any issue in 
recent memory. The vote in Congress deny- 
ing aid to the anti-Sandinista countras in 
Nicaragua was a recent rallying point in the 
continuing controversy. 

The Detroit News, in an editorial con- 
demning the denial of U.S. aid to the anti- 
Sandinastas, pointed to a couple of other 
near-simultaneous events in honing its 
criticism of the congressional majority. 

One event was a resolution passed by the 
House praising the Cuban freedom fighters 
of 24 years ago, who failed at the Bay of Pigs 
invasion which sought to unseat Fidel 
Castro. Lack of U.S. aid was one reason of- 
ten cited for the Bay of Pigs failure. 

And the other event was Nicaraguan Pres- 
ident Daniel Ortega’s trip to Moscow to seek 
Russian aid; Ortega left almost before the 
votes were counted in the House spurning 
President Reagan’s request for funds for the 
anti-Ortega contras. 

Said the News editorial: 

“Maybe 24 year from now, after Danny 
Ortega’s 48th trip to discuss economic aid 
with the monarchs of the Soviet empire, 
with the president of the United States 
pleading for $14 million to support Mexican 
contras with their backs to the Rio Grande, 
it will occur to some bright congressmen to 
introduce a _ resolution commemorating 
Adoifo Calero and his dead comrades of the 
Nicaraguan Democratic Force. Maybe 
they’ll even pass out medals.”’ 

Somewhat bitter comments; but an over- 
statement? I certainly hope so. But maybe 
not. :

ACCORDING TO the U.S. Census Bureau, 
almost half of all the households in the 
United States receive government benefits 
in some form.’ 

More than 39 million households — or 46.7 
percent of the total — took part in one or 
more government programs in 1984. Social 
Security benefits were the most common 
assistance program, going to at least one 
person in 28 percent of all households. 

Staggering statistics, indeed. When we 
reach the point where more than half the 


A “‘tax fairness” plan, first announced 
several weeks ago by Governor James 
Blanchard as a way to close loopholes and 
provide income and property tax cuts, was 
recently introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

The package of 11 bills, with three yet to 
be introduced, gives lawmakers their first 
look at the specific details of the proposed 
$188 million in permanent tax shifts and $100 
million in one-time revenue gains to finance 
the income tax rollback. 

House Taxation Committee Chairman 
Representative Lynn Jondahl (D-East Lan- 
sing) said the first meetings will be devoted 
to briefing by staff and administration offi- 
cials, followed by public testimony. 

He said the committee will also be 
discussing the Senate-passed $390 million 
income tax rollback plan and would send the 
package to the full House by the first week 
of June. 

The package includes such new revenue 
measures as military pay income tax, suh- 
jecting 100 percent rather than 49 percent of 
capital gains to the income tax, an in- 
tangibles tax on financial institutions of 40 
cents per $1,000, a domestic insurance tax as 
high as that for foreign companies with a 
phased-out small business exemption, and a 
sales tax on computer software. 

‘Chat would pay for expanded property tax 
credits (for persons whose taxes exceed 3 
percent, rather than 3.5 percent of income) 
and provide a business tax deduction for 
research and development costs. 

One-time revenue sources of a two-year 
increase in the intangibles tax of $1.50 per 
$1,000 on financial institutions to recoup 
taxes ruled unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court, and a 45-60 days tax amnesty period 
would support a 10 percent property tax 
bonus this year and advance the rollback of 
the income tax rate to 4.6 percent on July 1, 
1986 instead of October 1, 1987. 

Bills yet to be introduced are three which 
would allow for payment of the property tax 
credit when a taxpayer pays the tax as op- 
posed to receiving the credit now when the 
taxpayer files for his or her income tax 
return,

BLANCHARD ASKS CONGRESS TO 
REAUTHORIZE SUPERFUND 

Declaring Michigan still needs federal 
help for a $2.9 billion cleanup of 666 toxic 
waste sites, Governor Blanchard urged 
Congress to reauthorize a revised Superfund 
cleanup law. 

The Governor sent letters to the state’s 
congressional members saying efforts to 
eradicate the toxic hazards have been ham- 


pered by inadequate federal funds and ex- | 


cessive red tape. 

Under current provisions, ‘finishing 
cleanup at Michigan’s hundreds of waste 
sites will require 200 years. Our state’s first 
priority must be expansion of Superfund’s 


resources to accelerate the sluggish clean-' 


up process,” the Governor said. 

The Superfund, which provided $1.5 billion 
since 1980, expires September 30. The 
Governor proposed a $9 billion plan for the 
next five years. 

And, in an accompanying paper, he said a 
strict timetable needs to be established for 
review by the U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency of cleanup requests and addi- 
tional laboratory capacity should be pro- 
vided. ; 

He said it took 13 months for the EPA to 
review a state request for immediate 
removal of toxic waste drums from a 
Livingston County site. 

In other changes, Blanchard said the state 
share of long-term maintenance costs 
should be considered when analyzing the 
cost-effectiveness of alternative methods of 
dealing with toxic waste pollution. 

He noted a groundwater purging and 
treatment system for residents at a Battle 
Creek site will cost the state $500,000 a year 
for decades. 

The Governor said persons living near 
waste sites should have a specific cause of 
action under the law to sue responsible par- 
ties for damages and should receive advan- 
ce notice of all cleanup actions.

Facts About Teenage 
Drunk Driving 


As we approach this 1985 
graduation season, we all 
need to be mindful that 
25,000 Americans lose their 
lives in alcohol related traf- 
fic deaths each year. Young 
adults, 15-24 years old, com- 
prise 20% of these tragic 
Statistics. It’s time every 
community made a concert- 
ed effort to stop this terrible 
waste of young lives. 

Although drunk driving is 
a problem that pervades all 
age groups of our licensed 
population, it is especially 
severe for teenagers. The 


combination of learning how, | 


to drive, youthful risktaking 
behavior, and drinking is ac- 
counting for the number one 
killer of teenagers in the 
country, Consider these 
facts: 

- *Teenage drivers are in- 
volved in 1 out of every 6 
fatal motor vehicle acci- 
dents that occur, with close 
to 6,700 teenagers (15-19 
years old) killed each year. 

- *Almost 60 percent of 
fatally injured teenage 


drivers were found to have 


alcohol in their blood sys- 
tems prior to their crash, 
with 43 percent at legally in- 
toxicating levels = (i.e. 
greater than or equal to 0.10 
percent blood alcohol con- 
centration). 

- *Of the 25,000 persons 
who die each year in drunk 
driving accidents, 4,000 of 
those victims are teenagers. 


That means that 11 
teenagers die each day in 
drunk driving accidents. 


- *Alcoho] involvement in 
teenage fatal accidents is at 
least three times greater in 
nighttime accidents (be- 
tween 8 p.m. & 4.a.m.) than 
it is in daytime, accidents 
(between 4a.m. &8p.m.). 

- *Teenage drivers are in- 
volved in 1 out of every 4 in- 
jury accidents, with a total 
of 650,000 being injured each 
year. Alcohol is involved in 
close to 20 percent of injury 
producing accidents, which 
means that 130,000 teenagers 
are injured per year in drunk 
driving accidents. So, 11 
teenagers die and an ad- 
ditional 360 teenagers are in- 


jured in alcohol-related 
crashes per day. 
- ‘*Although teenagers 


comprise only 8 percent of 
the driver population and 
account for only 6 percent of 
the vehicle miles travelled in 
this country, they add up to 
17 percent of al! alcohol in- 
volved drivers and at least 15 
percent of all drunk drivers 
in accidents. 

- *Think of this: Of 330 
children born today in the 
U.S. (about the size of a 
small grade school), one will 
die and four will sustain 
serious or crippling injuries 
in an alcohol-related crash 
before they reach the age of 
24 


- *The Surgeon General 
has reported that life expec- 
tancy has improved in the 
U.S. over the past 75 years 
for every age group except 
one. The exception is the 15- 
24 year old American whose 
death rate is higher today 
than it was 20 years ago. And 
the leading single cause of 
death for this age group is 
Drunk Driving.

Corner 


Last weéx I wrote about 
Stanley - you remember, our 


government official. I should. 


like you to know that Stanley 
was a real person. He has 
passed on to God; but for as 
long as I had known him, he 
was a dear and precious per- 
son with a boundless sense of 
humor. 

This is pretty much like 
shuting the barn door after 
the horse has run off, but 
there is something you can 
do for the frost on your 
plants - be they vegies, 
herbs, or flowers. One, you 
can cover them with paper 
hats or cloches, or secondly - 
which is what I do - you can 
go out in the morning of the 
frost before the sun shines 
upon the plants and water 
them down. This applies to 
your fruit trees as well. 

When there is a frost, the 
cells of the plants swell up 
like ice cubes. When the 
sun’s rays hit the plants the 
cells burst open, thus, turn- 
ing the plant black. Those of 
you with microwave ovens 
know that when you put a 
raw egg in its shell in the 
microwave and turn on the 
oven, the egg will usually 
explode. This same principle 
applies to the bursting of 
plant cells. The water spray- 
ed quickly on the plants is 
warmer than the frost. The 
water warms the plant’s 
cells which puts the cells 
back to their original liquid 
state.

Doodies From 
The Tall Timber

On the fourteenth I spent a 
portion of the afternoon 
along the South boundary of 
the park. What I was looking 
for J did not find, but that 
does not mean there was not 
much to see. A coyote had 
left evidence of its passage, 
along with the birds one 
would expect to see I saw a 
Rufus Sided Towhee. The 
fiddle heads were up and the 
warm weather had speeded 
the growth of the other 
plants as well. The flowers 
no exception. I really did not 
think much about just when 
certain flowers should be 
blooming when I found Mar- 
sh Marigold, Gold Thread, 
Wood Anenome and Gay 
Wings in flower, but when I 
found Wild Strawberries in 
the railroad grade my 
curosity was aroused. 


Over the years I have kept 


track of the dates when the 
various flowers in the park 
have reached their peak. 
That list shows the normal 
date for the Marsh Marigold 
to be in full bloom is May 11, 
with the Gold Thread follow- 
ing by the 15th. The 
diminutive Gay or Fringed 
Polygala may bloom earlier, 
but I have found it by May 
18. The white bloom of the 
Wood Anenome is at its peak 
by the 20th, while the Wild 
Strawberry usually does not 
appear until the first of June.

GTE Installs New Switching System 


The present switching of- 
fice in Grayling is being 
replaced by one of the mostf 
advanced, computer-con- 
trolled, telephone switching 
systems available, said Joel 
Sietsema, Customer Service 
Manager for General Tele- 
phone of Michigan. 

The new system will mean 
more efficient handling of 
customer calls and offer a 
wider range of service and 
maintenance features not 
readily available in the 
system it is replacing. 

Sietsema explained that 
the system will utilize digital 
technology. Each  custo- 
mer’s voice is sampled 8,000 
times per second to create 
‘‘on” and ‘‘off”’ electronic 
pulses, called binary digits. 
The digits or “voice bits’ 
will be transmitted through 
the switch at a rate of more 
than 1.5 million voice bits 
per second. In addition, the 
computer’s self diagnostic 
capability can quickly pin- 
point trouble. 

The new system will fea- 
ture twin computers that 
automatically take over call 
processing and other fun- 
ctions to complete telephone 
calls if a problem does oc- 
cur. The computers con-

Forestry 


Many people are busy at 
this time of year planting a 
garden. In a couple of weeks 
the seedlings that sprout will 
need to be thinned out. The 
seedlings that are left in the 
garden will be evenly spaced 
and able to obtain enough 
sunlight, water and nutrients 
to grow into strong plants. 

In some ways, a woodlot is 
much like a garden! The 
trees in a woodlot need to be 
well-spaced and periodically 
thinned. Each species of tree 
has a particular spacing that 
permits the best growth. In 
woodlots which are periodi- 
cally thinned, the low-value 
species and poor quality or 
diseased trees are removed. 


‘The removed trees can often 


be sold for firewood, pulp or 
logs to provide the land- 
owner with income. The 
trees left in the woodlot are 
healthier and more vigorious 
due to increased sunlight, 
water and nutrients avail- 
able. 


A managed woodlot that is 
periodically thinned to a 
proper level will be much 
more productive and yield 
more profit. A managed 
woodlot can also provide a 
better habitat for wildlife, 
and be a more aesthetically 
pleasing area to enjoy 
recreational activities. A 
forester can inspect your 
woodlot free of charge to 
determine thinning or other 
management needs. For

3. Adopt by majority vote a resolution to place before the 
electorate at the next regular or special township election the 
question of incorporation as a charter township. 

In the event option 2 is adopted by the township board, the 
citizens of the township have the right to file a “Right to 
Referendum Petition’. This petition must be filed within the 60 
days which must lapse between passage of a resolution of intent 
to incorporate and final passage of the resolution to incorporate 
as a charter township. 

The petition will follow, in general form, the nominating 
petition form as prescribed in the Michigan Election Law, and in 
the heading will indicate ‘Disagreement of Intent to Incorporate 
as a Charter Township’. The petition must be signed by not less 
than 10% of the registered voters of the township based on the 
vote cast for all candidates for supervisor at the last election at 
which a supervisor was elected. 

If the petition is successful, the question of incorporation 
will be placed on the ballot at the next general or special town- 
ship election.

Bones 


Have you ever wondered 
why senior citizens are prime 
candidates for broken bones? 

The blame is placed on ev- 
erything from loss of coordi- 
nation to just plain careless- 
ness. But, it’s not that simple. 

The American Academy 
of Orthopedic Surgeons re- 
ports that Americans are 
good candidates for broken 
bones because the average 
person consumes only about 
half of the needed calcium 
daily. This is bad, but it gets 
worse as we grow older and 
begin to lose bone mass. Doc- 
tors say that there is a normal 
process of bone renewal, but 
after the mid-30’s more cal- 
cium is lost than is replaced -- 
which means the bones get 
thinner. Women, it is report- 
ed, can lose 30 percent of their 
skeletal structure between 
the ages of 45 and 75. 

The Academy reports that 
after 60 years of age two of 
every 100 persons will frac-
